Bert Acosta and Clarence Ch amberlain remained in th e air over New 
York for 51 h ours, 11 minutes and 20 seconds. Th ey were testing th e 
giant Bellanca monoplane th ey ’ will use in an attempt to fly’ across th e 
Atlantic. 
Wh en th e plane h ad been in th e air for more th an 45 
h ours, th us breaking th e previous world record h eld by two French ­ 
men, Drough in and Landry ’, an N LA Service airplane took th e air to 
talk to th e fly ers and to present a graph ic picture of th eir remarkable 
feat. 
Large ch alk letter messages to th e daring fly ers were written 
on th e fuselage of th e NEA plane.

Ch amberlain was asleep wh en th e NEA plane with Pilot William Me 
Mullen and Ph otograph er P. A. McGregor h overed over th e Bellanca 
plane, with a h uge “140" on its fuselage.

berlain and th e two, wh o can lie seen looking th rough th e window of 
th e monoplane, signalled back with sign language th at th ey h ad about 
20 gallons of gas left h ut h oped to stay in th e air 50 h ours. Th is pic­ 
ture of th e Bellanca plane in th e air over Long Island was taken from 
th e NEA plane, as th e a erial conversation was carried o n.

Another investigation of 
alleged 
political corruption in 
Indiana 
is 
about to come to an inglorious end, 
it was disclosed Thursday 
when 
Prosecutor Kemy of Marion county 
moved in Judge Collins’ court that 
the Marion county grand jury 
be 
dismissed, following iiling 
of 
a 
sworn statem ent by a member of the 
grand jury that he had been offered 
a bribe. 
The iirst investigation, which was 
begun late la^t fall and ended 
the 
last of December, had an equally in­ 
glorious termination when the M ar­ 


io n county grand 
jury 
adjourned 
without returning an indictment, yet 
admitting th at there was 
evidence 
of corruption. 
Prosecutor Kemy, upon that oc­ 
casion, said that the inquiry showed 
a maze of political 
intrigue 
“ un­ 
paralleled in this state or any oth­ 
er."’ The grand jury in its official 
report to the court, discussing the 
political corruption charges, 
said: 
“ Anv other report than the forego­ 
ing will be impossible for the grand 
jury to return under conditions as 
they now exist in the grand jury. 
A member of the present 
grand 
jurv made affidavit that he was a p ­ 
proached bv a former member of the 
Indianapolis board of public works 
and offered #2,000 and a job if he 
would not vote for the indictment ol 
¡Mayor John L. Duvall of 
Indiana­ 
polis under any circumstances. Un- 
erd the terms of the offer, he 
was 
supposed to vote against returning 
an indictment against Mayor 
Du­ 
vall, regardless of what the 
evi­ 
dence might show. 
Thus is revealed again the terrible 
handicap under which justice lias to 
operate. Hew justice can ever 
tri­ 
umph is hard to imagine when coi- 
rupt politicians are in control and 
are bold enough to make such a bia- 
zen offer to a grand juror sworn to 
an honest, fair and impartial 
con­ 
sideration of the evidence of crime.

to dictate certain appointments in 
Imliunapolfai it he was elected m ay­ 
or. 
Duvall retaliated by sueing a num­ 
ber of newspapers, among them 
the 
Daily licpiiblican, for a million dol­ 
lars damages. He did not sue 
all 
the newspapers which published

story of the alleged agreement— not 
even many which published a picture 
of the photostatic copy of the 
al­ 
leged agreement— but 
he 
selected 
those which had been

on in China, with special reference 
to the Russian influence. 
One of the commonly accepted 
theories is that Moscow' has high 
hopes of molding the nationalist 
movement into a communist gov­ 
ernment a6 soon as it comes to 
control the country. 
A high army officer who has been 
in China says the Moscow govern­ 
ment isn’t trying to do anything of 
the sort. An army officer can spot 
the red influence at least as easily 
as the next fellow, but this one in­ 
sists emphatically that there is no 
“red tinge” in China. 
Russia, he explains, has two for­ 
eign policies and whether one or 
the other is applied to a given na­ 
tion depends on the circumstances. 


It Can’t Be Done 
Russia isn’t trying to commutiize 
China, according to this authority, 
because she couldn’t do it. If China 
w'ere 
an 
industrial 
country, 
it 
might be different, but the only in­ 
dustrial centers are at Hankow and 
Shanghai and (he great mass of 
China is rural. The Chinese simply 
don’t offer a fertile field for bol­ 
shevism and Russia considers such 
nations as Britain, Mexico and the 


United States much more apt to fall 
for that sort of propaganda. 
Hence, according to this novel 
view, Russia is pushing her other 
foreign policy for all it is worth 
and is likely to become more and 
more successful if other nations of 
the world hear down hard on the 
Cantonese. 
Finding herself rather friendless 
in the international family, Russia 
can appreciate and afford to do 
everything in her power tq gain 
the friendship of a rising nation of 
more than four hundred millions 
like China. Balked in the west, she 
has. turned to the east. 
“We’re your friends—the only 
ones you have,” one can imagine 
Russia ’ telling 
the 
nationalist 
leaders.

rPHERE are no American'military 
observers 
with 
the 
Chinese 
armies, but there are a half dozen 
Chinese West Pointers scattered 
over the country, some of them in 
uniform. One was attached to Wu 
Pei Fu’s army at one time and was 
shot when Chang Tso-Lin took 
Peking. 
Another was dangerously ill of 
appendicitis and sorely desired to 
get to the Rockefeller hospital In 
Peking, but wras prevented by the 
military situation.

without returning iiu indictment, yet 
admitting that thore was 
evidence 


'oi corruption. 


Prosecutor Henry, upon that oc- 


casion, said that the inquiry showed 
a maze of political intrigue "un- 
paralleled in this state or any oth- 
er." The grand jury in its official 
report to the court, discussing the 
political corruption charges, said: 
"Any 
other report than the forego- 


ing will be impossible for the grand 
jury to return under conditions as 
they now exist in the grand jury." 


A member of the present 
grand 


jury made affidavit that he was ap- 
proached by a former member of the 
Indianapolis board of public works 
and offered .f:>,(i<IO and-a job if he 
would not vote for the indictment of 
Mayor John L. Unvall of
